frage conference at the ‘Nationa! 
League for the Civil Education of 
Women at 2% Madison avenvve. 
Although Mrs. Jones did not reveal 
the signature, the suffragists had al- 
ready learned of it and had comment- 
ed upon it in the “Women's rna!,” 
the official organ of that party. 
A portion of the letter reads as fol- 
lows: “The curse of Utah is the at- 
titude toward the marriage relations. 
The Mormon women consider man's in- 
stinct for women as a supreme consid- 
eration. The men's opinien of women 
and their place is too low to repeat. 
There is really no respect for the wel- 
fare of the women nor of the child 
born of these unhallowed uniona.’ 
“The country at large has no idea 
of the serious menace of the mofals of 
this country in this growing belief in 
polygamy and yet fifty-two per cent. 
of our women (the women of Utah) 
vote. 
“One hundred thousand children of 
polygamous unions were legalized when 
Utah was admitted as a State. 
“Fifteen thousand have been born 
since Statehood was granted. Mortnon- 
ism is growing daily and is more prev- 
alent in the woman suffrage States 
than in all the other States. I cah- 
not touch upon the dishonesty in poll- 
ties in this region, but it is simply 
terrible.

He is in his 
own estimation two personal pronouns, I“ 
and It.“ He is not satisfied witn his con- 
stitutional right to veto any proposed law 
of which he does not approve, and with 
his right to propose any law he desires to 
have enacted, and to accompany either his 
veto or his recommendation with such rea- 
sons as he may choose to assign. He goes 
further. He assumes and threatens to act 
as detective officer, as prosecuting attorney, 


as judge, as jury and as Grand Inquisitor, | 


not only of the acts but oi the motives of 
such members of the Legislature as may 
decline to cooperate with him, and to pun- 
ish them for their recalcitrance by publicly 
branding them as thieves who have been 
bribed by corporations, 

In his most recent pronunciamento the 
Governor says: “I going to call the roll 
on the Legislature, And show their constit- 


vents how each one stands on good govern- 


ment measures.” Good government meas- 
ures, | 
ures have been framed by the Governor 
and approved by Hooley Lissnerski, or 
framed by H. L. and approved by the Gov- 
ernor. 

The Governor proceeds as follows:, “Too 
long there halsbeen withheld or 
blame for the actions and motives of the 
lawmakers here.” When the Governor is- 
sued this manifesto the Legislatvre had 
been in session but nine days. Its members 
had been guilty of but one action—the elec- 


tion of Works—and of that the Governor is 


suspected of having approved. The 
threatened men had not put any “motives” 
in sight, and it is submitted that his Ex- 
cellency has been sufficiently diligent, and 
that he does not deserve the selfcensure of 
having “too long withheld HIS praise or 
blame.” 
The Governor further says, referring 
doubtless to those who voted for Works— 
“a fine body of men here. There may be 
some sold body and soul to corporations— 
referring probably to those who voted for 
Spalding. If so the roll call will show this, 
and I will call the roll so that no mistake 
can be made. No man shall obstruct the 
progress of popular goverhinent—meaning 
thereby the government of Johnson—and 
still keep a cloak of hypocrisy. I am going 
to name no names now but I have in mind 
certain men.” 
The Governor yearns for the limelight. 
He shrinks from seclusion. In the “speech 
from which we have quoted he says: “If 
the press will print what I have to say 
from time to time I Will be grateful.” The 
Times does not invoke his gratitude for 
giving publicity to his statements, for it 
is of the opinion that he has emulated the 
example of Dogberry and written himself 
down an ass. It regrets that the Governor 
of California should have made himself an 
object of ridicule and tengempt. The Sena- 
tors and Assemblymen whom he threatens 
with the lash of his tongue unless.they do 
his bidding are not slaves, neither are 
they school children of whom it will be said: 


| “Full well they laughed with counterfeited 


glee 
At all his jokes, and many a joke had he. 
Full well the busy whisper circling round, 
Conveyed the dismal tidings when, he 
frowned.” 

The gentlemen who are warned by the 
Governor that if they fail to indorse his 
views and s the laws which he ordains 
they will branded by him as “hypocrites 
who have been sold body and soul to cor- 
porations,” are men who were elected to 
legislative seats by the same vote, at the 
same time and on the same platform of prin- 
ciples as the Governor. They are respon- 
sible to their constituents for the dis- 
charge of their legislative duties, and are 
not responsible to the self-constituted auto- 
crat who assumes to act as their master. 
There is not one among them who is not 
the intellectual and mora! equal, if not the 
superior of Hiram W. Johnson. The elec- 
tion of this bombastic, self-assertive, con- 
ceited, dominating man as Governor, gives 
him no right to criticise, or threaten, or at- 
tempt to drive legislators who may hap- 
pen to disagree with him. The Legislature 
of California is not a mob of thieves, slaves, 
hypocrites and incapables, as the Governor 
intimates.

N INDIAN—NEGRO—CHINAMAN. 
‘Fd Somé curious decisions of the Supreme 
Court of! California may be fovnd in the 
early volumes of the California State re- 
ports. e of the most singular was that 
of Peopis. vs. Hall, reported in the fourth 
volume of the reports. In that case the 
court decided that, legally, a Chinaman was 
both a negro and an Indian. 

George W. Hall, the appellant, was con- 
victed of murder upon the testimony of 
Chinese witnesses. At that time there was 
no statutory or Constitutional prohibition 
against the admission of Chinese testimony, 
but the criminal practice act provided that 
no black or mulatto person, or Indian, shall 
be allowed to give evidence in favor of or 
against a white man.” | 

The learned court held that “the word 
lack may include all negroes, but the 
term negro does not include all black per- 
sons; that by the use of the term black“ 
the Legislature intended to mean the oppo- 
site of “white.” It held that a Chinaman, | 
not deing white, was therefore black, and 
being black was therefore a negro. The 
evident intention of the act,“ says the court, 
“was to throw around the white man a pro- | 
tection for life and property which could 
only be secured by removing him above the 
corrupting) influences of degraded castes 
. who have nothing in common with 
us in language, country or laws.” The 
Legislature adopted the most comprehen- 
sive terms.to embrace every known class 
or shade of color, as the apparent design 
was to protect the white person from the 
influence of all testimony other than that 
of persons of the same caste. The use of | 
these terms must, by every sound rule of | 
construction, exclude every one who is not 
of white blood.” 

The Supreme Court of California, as it 
was constituted in 1854, not satisfied with 
acquitting Nall. because the Chinamen who 
saw him murder one of their number were 
negroes, next proceeded to cloud the argu- 
ment by showing that they were also In- 
dians. 

“When Columbus first landed upon the 
shores of this continent,” says the court, 
“in his attempt to discover a western pas- 
sage to the Indies, he imagined that he 
had accomplished the object of his expedi- 
tion and that the Island of San Salvador 
was one of those islands of the Chinese Sea, 


lying near the extremity of India, which had 


been described by navigators. 

“Acting upon this hypothesis, and also, | 
perhaps, from the similarity of features and 
physical conformation, he gave to the island- 
ers the nanie of Indians, which appellation 
was universally adopted and extended to 
the aboriginals of the New World as well 
as of Asia. 

“At the period from which this legisla- 
tion dates those portions of Asia which in- 
clude India proper, the Eastern Achipelago 
and the countries washed by the Chinese 
waters as far as then known, were denom- 
inated the Indies, from which the inhabi- 
tants had derived the generic name of 
Indians. ’ 

“The similarity of the skull and pelvis 
and the general_configuration of the two 
races; the reniarkable resemblance in eyes, 
peard, hair and other peculiarities, together 
with the contiguity of the two continents 


by the judge wh 


. 
pled by the Asiatics . The name of 
Indian, from the time of Columbus to the 
present day has been used to designate 
not alone the North American Indian but 


the whole of the Mongolian race.” 


The Supreme Court justified its ruling 
that a Chinaman is both a negro and an 
Indian in the following language: “Even 
in a doubtful case we would be impelled 
to this decision on grounds of public policy. 
The same rule that would admit them (Chi- 
namen) to testify, would admit them to all 
the equal rights of citizenship, and we might 
soon see them at the polls, in the jury box, 
vpon the bench, and in our legislative halls. 
This is not a speculation which exists in 
the excited and over heated imagination of 
the patriot and Statesman (:eaning there- 
rendered the decision.) 
but it is an actual and present danger. The 
anomalous spectacle of a distinct people, 
living in our community, recognizing no 
laws of this State except through necessity, 
bringing with them their prejudices and na- 
tional feuds, in which they indulge in open 
violation of law, whose mendacity is pro- 
verbial, a race of people whom nature has 
marked as inferior and who are incapable 
of progress or intellectual development be- 
yond 4 certain point, as their history has 
shown; differing in language, opinions, color 
and physical conformation; between whom 
and ourselves nature has placed an impas- 
sable difference, is now presented, and for 
them is claimed not only the right to swear 
away thé life of a citizen, Dut the further 


privilege of participating with us in admin- 


istering the affairs of our government.” 

The defendant, Hall, was thereupon dis- 
charged because he was convicted upon the 
testimony of Indians with queues and negroes 
with almond eyes. He had indulged only 
in the harmless pastime of taking into his 
possession, without legal process, the per- 
sonal property of a degraded Chinaman, 
and when the Chink remonstrated, Hall had, 
in a sportive spirit, removed the miserable 
negro-Indian from the scene of human ac- 
tivities. Whether, after his release, he went 
into Chinatown and potted a few more In- 
dians and negroes is not stated. 

Had it not been for this prompt and states- 
manlike decision, rendered by Judge Hugh 
Murray fifty-seven years ago, we might to- 
day have had Ah Sin instead of Johnson 
for Governor, and Chang Yup instead of 
Works for Senator. 

HILADELPHIA'S SPEED. 

Quakers of Philadelphia are planning 
a demonstration to voice their protest 
against the appearance of Sarah Bernhardt 
in their city. They evidently want to do 
all in their power to live up to Philadel- 
phia’s reputation for speed, but even the 
swiftness of the Quakers cannot dim the 
glory of the illustrious Sarah. It is too bad, 
however, that the narrowness and folly of 
a handful of fanatics should advertise to 
the world an insult to the great tragedienne. 
It is also lamentable that the earliest of 
American cities should become the least 


American. Philadelphia is a vivid fulfil- 
ment of the prophecy that “the first sball 
be last.” 


S CONSCIENCE DEAD? 

The recent theft of $10,000 from a local 
theatrical concern emphasizes the startling 
fact not only that dishonesty is rampant in 
the rising generation, but that the only thing a 
thief dreads in these times is apprehension. 
In other words, it isn’t his conscience but 
the fear of imprisonment that worries him 
if he be worried at all. . 

As long as the thief of the present day 
has no reason to believe that anybody 
knows of his criminality he is as happy as 
a child at play. In other days a thief always 
looked worried. Now the thief is the bon 
vivant, the jolly good fellow, the joy rider 
and all that sort of thing. What are we 
coming to and whither are we drifting?

ON BIG FISH. 


Heavy Run of Fellowtail in 
Redondo Waters. 


Tons of Game Angled from 
Seaside Piers. 


Sardines Caught by Barrels 
for City Market. 


One of the largest runs of yellowtail 
that ever swept into the bay at Re- 
dondo came to an end yesterday morn- 
ing. when a gay young herd of seals 
and doiphins from the blue waters of 
Catalina Isle dashed in among the 
game fish and put them to rout. 

: Sunday the run was at its height 


and every boat, launch and yawi was 
pressed into service and the piers at 
Redondo were literally black wild 
fishermen and sightseeing tourists. 


208 bound 
yellowtall were caught at Pier No. 1 


was a corresponding number of pounds 
of fish caught at the other two plers 
near by. 

The prize catch of the day is thought 
to have been made by the gasoline 
launch Alpha“ of the Southern Call- 
fornia Fish Company out of San Fe- 
dro. The launch secured fifty tons of 
yellowtall before returning from about 
one mile out. 

At the same time as the yellowtail 
were running so freely a tremendous 
run of sardines . The waters 
surrounding were Iilterally 
alive with the writhing, squirming lit- 
tle fish. They were everywhere and it 
became tame sport to catch them. Nets 
were lowered and raised as fast as 
— men could handle them. They 
would be pulled out of the water a 
veritable mass of sardines. The fisher- 
men would shake the fish as free as 
possible from the nets and return the 
nets again to the water, while they 
still contained hundreds of 
the little fish. 

Tourists who crowded the wharves 
could see millions of the little fish in 
the clear water and the sight was one 


long to be remembered. Boys armed 


with homemade nets would dip them 
into the water and bring them up al- 
most bursting with the mass of fish 
they contained.
